Delegates Shocked

MARGATE, England—Most of 
the delegates attending the an- 
nual Labor Party conference 
here were “appalled” by Foreign 
Minister Bevin’s remark that at 
the bottom of the Palestine 
problem was “a war between the 
Jews and _ Gentiles,” Richard 
Crossman, leader of the Labor 
“rebel” MPs, told the Jewish Tel- 
egraphic Agency. 

Bevin reiterated his previous 
charge that he could have set- 
tled the problem with British 
Jews, but most Zionist policy is 
run from New York and he could 
not deal with American nation- 
als. 

He added that no other coun- 
try would have stood what Brit- 
ain has stood in the last few 
years and repeated that if it was 
only a question of finding homes 
for refugees, the problem could 
be settled. 

He argued further that the La- 
bor Party had a right to change 
its policy with regards to Palest- 
ine as well as to other problems 
and stressed the need of strength- 
ening British friendly oa 
ships with the Arabs. 

It is typical of the British La- 
bor movement that at this cru- 
cial moment of strained relations 
with the Zionists, a Jewish Labor 
leader, Emanuel Shinwell was el- 
ected chairman of the Labor Par- 
ty for the next year. Mr. Shin- 
well is Minister for Coal and 
Power in the Labor Cabinet and 
is considered one of the ablest 
men in the Party. His position on 
Zionism however, is not as out- 
spoken as that of Harold Laski, 
who was a former chairman.

DISCUSSION of the Jewish student at the College of the City 
of New York is certain to bring to light many. differences be- 
tween his cultural and religious surroundings and those affecting 
his brethren at other colleges throughout the country. The very 
loeation of the college,-in the midst of the largest Jewish com- 


munity in America, must be reck- 
oned with when one tries to as- 
certain the Jewishness of the City 
- College student. At “out-of-town” 
colleges, the Jewish student must 
establish his own Jewish com- 
munity on the campus or do with- 
owt the benefits of Jewish com- 
munity life entirely. Here at City 
College, however, no such need 
exists. The student never leaves 
the Jewish community. On the 
contrary, he is part of what has 
come to be not only the largest 
but also one of the most active 
#ewish communities in the world. 
Jewish cultural activities are part 
of his every day life, in or out 
of college. Living at home rather 
than in college dormitories, he 
cannot escape Jewish life, al- 
“though a ‘small minority tries 





desperately to do so. 
However, this constant associ- 
ation with Jewish life has its dis- 


advantages as well as its advan- 
tages. The City College student 
has always enjoyed the fullness 
of Jewish life and, consequently, 
never having suffered from such 
a lack as may exist in other parts 
of the country, feels that it is 
comparatively unimportant. He 
accepts things as they are and 
does not realize how narrow life 
can become without that which 
we call Jewish culture. Too many 
students at City College have no 
such yearning for a knowledge of 
Jewish. culture and history as 
affeet students at other colleges. 
He does not seek but rather must 
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* 
be sought for. 

On the other hand , Jewish 
students at City College are not 
so greatly affected by efforts at 
cultural assimilation as_ else- 
where. A recent survey at City 
College conducted by the Hillel 
Foundation showed that approx- 
imately. 86 per cent of the student 
body are of the Jewish faith. Be- 
ing no longer in the minority, 
the Jewish student does not find 
it necessary to deny his Jewish 
background in order to fully par- 


ticipate in campus activities. 


It is because of this that the City 
College student has been so vocal 
in demanding the elimination of 
racial and religious prejudice in 
the American educational system; 
that the Hillel Foundation at- 
City College boasts one of the 
largest membership lists of any 
Jewish collegiate organization; 


- that one of, the largest chapters 


of the Intercollegiate Zionist Fed- 
erations of America exists on this 
campus, and that the City College 
student body made the largest 
contribution of any collegiate 
community to the United Jewish 
Appeal last sping. c 

Religious Needs No Problem 

The religious needs of the Jew- 
ish student at ’C. C. N. Y. are, ob- 
viously, not the problem, they are 
elsewhere. His religious needs 
are met not at the college but 
rather at home. He rarely leaves 
the congregation of his parents, 
or, at least, not before gradua- 
tion. 

Recent figures indicate that ap- 
proximately 35 per cent belong or 
attend Orthodox congregations, 
20 per cent Reformed temples, 
and about 45 per cent Conserva- 
tive synagogues. However, it 
must be remembered that many 
of those claiming Orthodox or 
even Conservative affiliations do 
so merely because of parental in- 
fluence and an important part of 
this group will eventually find 
themselves in Reformed - congre- 
gations after leaving the family 
fold. 

The same parental influence af- 
fects his observance of the die- 
tary laws. Although a very large 
percentage, nearly 75%, come 
from homes in which the dietary 
laws are observed at least to 
some degree, only a very small 
minority observe them away

ECENTLY I attended a press conference of the American Jew- 
ish Conference. This is a subject I can safely leave to the 
editor: he won’t ignore it. But I just want to offer a few remarks. 
I know the Conference has done some fine work in the field of the 
international defense of Jewish rights. I know that Dave Wahl 
in Washington is one of the best, most informed, most efficient, 
hardest-working and most intelligent, most devoted and most mod- 
est Jewish civil servants. 


But if Dave did the same wok for the Jewish Agency or for _ 


the Zionist Emergency Council, I wouldn’t know the difference. 
That is, I don’t know what particular need there is for Dave being 
employed by the Conference rather than by the Agency. And what 
I don’t know, a lot of other people don’t know. I know that Si 
Kennen is an excellent exécutive and has done fine work for the 
American Jewish Conference. He has now done excellent work for 
the Jewish Agency as public relations officer in connection with 
the United Nations Assembly on Palestine. I know that the book 
published by the American Jewish Conference on Nazi Germany’s 
War Against the Jews is a first class document. But just why the 
Conference should have published it and not an international Jewish 
organization is not quite clear. Except this: the Jewish Agency can 
only deal with matter directly connected with Palestine; the Jewish 
Congress is not representative enough—in fact, it is hardly repre- 
sentative at all; the J.D.C. deals only in relief, so that by a process 
of elimination, the American Jewish Conference as the representa- 
tive body of the largest Jewish ComaaNRY ~t in the world, is left to 
do the job. 


I also know that there has been a good deal of co-ordination of 
the activities of various organizations in the international field, as 
a result of the initiative of the American Jewish Conference. 

AND YET, all this is not enough to ‘justify the separate exist- 
ence of the American Jewish Conference as a permanent body. In 
order to’ render effective help or criticism to international Jewish 
bodies the American. Jewish Conference will have to make the 
American scene its primary purpose. Otherwise, it may develop 
into a rival ZOA plus an interest in the JDC and the work of the 
World Jewish Congress. And I don’t think the American Jewish 
public is sufficiently interested in that to give it much support. 

And what happens when the public is not interested? Does 


the organization disappear? Oh, no. It continues to operate as a 
machine, with the fiction of being representative and democratic. 
Like the Jewish Congress. 

At the last session of the American Jewish Conference there 
was a near-rebellion by the rank-and-file of the delegates. The cry 
was not only for a permanent Conference, but also for “the Ameri- 
can scene.” By that, one must not understand merely the negative 
activities of fighting anti-Semitism, but also the positive work of 
perpetuating Jewish values, of dealing with the questions of Jewish 
survival in this country. 7 


It is not only the activities of the J:D.C. and the Zionist Emer- 
gency Council that ought to come for review before the American 
Jewish Conference. The primary interest of the American Jewish 
Conference or Assembly. should be the work of the Jewish Welfare 
Board, and of the Jewish Education Society and of the Community 
Councils and of the Hebrew Union College and the Jewish Theo- 
logical Seminary and of the Yeshiva and of the parochial schools. 

The state of Jewish education, the state of Jewish publications, 
the state of the Jewish press in this country, the state of Jewish 
philanthropy in this country—these and similar matters ought to 
be intelligently discussed at the periodic conclaves of the representa- 
tive body of American Jewry. Such a body cannot legislate and it 
owght to be very tactful and judicious even in its recommendations 
and its criticisms. But if it should become the forum where the 
state of American Jewry is discussed and reviewed in: an orderly 
and intelligent manner, it can become a.great moral force whose 
recommendations will have to be taken into account. 

But the discussions will have to be full, democratic, on. the 
floor of the house. Don’t. leave too much to the Committee or the 
Executive—theirs is to carry out, not to discuss. And see that lead- 
ership is elastic, that it is drawn from all ranks and all sections. 
Don’t repeat the mistake of the ZOA.and the Jewish Congress of 
leaving the whole conduct of affairs in the hands of a small group 
which is perennially divided into ins and outs. Let the leadership 
rotate, let it rise from the rank-and-file and let it come mostly from 
people who are not already recognized leaders in other fields. Espe-

SP*CINCINNATI—The need for greater lay partici- 
pation in religious life, for smaller and more com- 
pact congregations, for the elimination of “a sum- 
mer vacation for religion,” for the need for mission- 
ary zeal in the development of new congregations 
and for the bringing back to religion of the unaffili- 


ated were among the conclusions reached by the ' 


first conference of presidents of the Union of Ameri- 
can Hebrew Congregations held in conjunction with 
the annual commencement exercises of the. Hebrew 
Union College. 

Presided over by Jacob Aronson of New York 
City, chairman of the Board of the Union of Ameri- 
can Hebrew Congregations, the conference brought 
together presidents from all over the country af- 
filiated with the Union, the mother organization of 
Reform Judaism in the United States. 

Declaring that religion cannot thrive when it 
remains “in suspended animation” for three months 
during the summer, Dr. Leon Saks, president of the 
Rockdale Ave. Temple, Cincinnati, blamed the lay- 
men for this development which, he said, resulted

from the tendency of “our laymen to leave religious 
practice to a professional corps.” 

Dr. Saks, pointing out that many members of a 
congregation are always in the city, said that if 
necessary we must “air condition our houses of 
worship” if that is necessary to hold services. He 
also recommended that contact with members on va- 
cation should be maintained by mailing them printed 
sermonettes and Bible lessons, by a program of 
library extension and summer reading and by main- 
taining contact with the children of the religious 
school whether they be at home, on vacation or in 
summer camps. 

Max R. Schrayer of Chicago urged the sponsor- 


ship of small and medium sized congregations as. 


the best technique of reviving interest in Judaism 
among those who were unaffiliated. While not ob- 
jecting to the right of any congregation to grow as 
large as it desired, Mr. Schrayer pondered upon “the 
curse of bigness” as being a cause for a lack of ac- 
tive participation in congregational life by many 
members. He said: “The small or medium sized con- 


gregation has a future. It has the greatest opportun- 
ity of interesting sincere and vital young men and 
women in the cause of religion.”. 

Jesse Cohen of Brooklyn, national president of 
the National Federation of Temple Brotherhoods, 
in discussing methods of increasing attendance at 
services, urged that weekly services be dedicated to 
affiliated men’s, women’s and youth’s organizations, 
greater lay participation in services, an extension of 
the practice of exchange preachers and the intro- 
duction of an informal Sabbath social reception fol- 
lowing services.” 

Dr. Maurice N. Eisendrath of Cincinnati, presi- 
dent of the Union of American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions, described the program of regional offices by 
which the Union hopes to service Liberal Judaism 
in all sections of the country. “We hope, eventually,” 
he said, “to reach every hamlet throughout the coun- 
try where Jews live. It is our mission to bring Re- 


form Judaism, a Judaism made in America, a syn- ° 


thesis of the finest in Americanism and the finest in 
Judaism, into the life of every American Jew.”

New York 
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7 Boys, 1 Girl 
Hurt in Boston

BOSTON, Mass.—A thorough investigation of the three Dor- 


chester outbreaks in which seven Jewish boys and one Jewish 
girl were injured was being pressed this week by the Jewish Com- 
munity Council of Metropolitan Boston and the Anti-Defamation 








League of B'nai B'rith. 

In a joint report on the incl- 
dents, the two agencies stated 
that varying descriptions. of the 
assailants have complicated the 
probe. However, police have 
quizzed two young men who are 
believed to have been involved in 
at least one of the three attacks 
and it is probable that positive 
identification will result later this 
week. 


In Hospital 5 Days 

One of the youngsters who had 
been hit by the young hoodlums 
received a brain concussion and 
required five days’ hospitaliza- 
tion at the Boston City Hospital. 
In all instances the Jewish young- 
sters attacked had been molested 
after leaving functions at the 
Hecht Neighborhood House and 
the Young Israel Center. 


The investigating agencies 
have set up temporary offices at 
the Young Israel] Center which 
will be open through the month 
of June for the purpose of study- 
ing the situation.

LONDON-—American Judaism 


is “extremely fumbling,” Rev. Dr.

Jewish education among City 
College students has, in the past, 
been almost entirely limited to 
that obtained at local Yeshivas in 
preparation for Bar Mitzvas. 
However, recently, due to a great 
extent to the influence of the 
Hillel Foundation, education in 
Jewish culture, history, litera- 
ture, religion, etc, has been ex- 
tended to increasing numbers of 
students. The college itself has 
been affected by this resurgence 
of interest in Jewish life, having 
added a course in the History of 
Jewish Culture and Literature 
and being swamped by applicants 
for admission to the course. 


Even now there is a movement 
afoot among the students to have 
the college inaugurate fully ac- 
credited courses in Hebrew as 
one of its classical languages.

Perhaps the greatest effect the 
college has had on the Jewish 
student is the renewed faith it 
gives him in the value of Jewish 
culture.

to the nation so many great grad- 
uates of Jewish background, has 
shown that Jewishness is no bar 
to greatness. 


The college, now celebrating its 
100th anniversary, has shown 
that the Jewish student, given an 
equal opportunity, ranks among 
the great of the world. Certainly 
there can be no greater proof 
than such a roll of City College 
students as the late Professor 
Morris R. Cohen, eminent phil- 
osopher; Bernard M. Baruch, ad- 
viser to presidents; Felix Frank- 
furter, Justice of the .Supreme 
Court of the United States; and 
Louis Finkelstein, president of 
the Jewish Theological Seminary 
of America. Jewish cultural back- 
ground and free higher education 
together have given the nation 
such men in the past, and will do 
so again in the future.

{ was* fortunate enough to arrive here just in time for the fifth 
session of the Jewish National Assembly, and here it is the second 
day I have been sitting and listening intently to speeches, discus- 
sions and debates from which I get a picture of all the problems 
of life in Palestine. It is half-past-nine in the evening and in an- 
other half hour Zalman Rubashov is scheduled to deliver his ad- 
dress (important). I took the liberty to listen to only one-half of 
the address of a representative of one of the smaller parties (I 
wish their number were smaller too). Wait now, here comes David 
ha-Cohen (of Mapai), with his speech. He “is speaking on the sub- 
ject of “the Gromyko Declaration,” on the brotherhood of peoples 
and the unauthorized Jewish refugee ships trying to get into Pales- 
tine—it were better if we had instead a favorable declaration by 
Faris el-Khoury or Nouri Said. And now he has passed to the sub- 
ject of the terrorism and is actually calling for fratricidal war! ! 
His screams are piercing the ceiling of the Eden Cinema. He has 
reached a paroxysm and has finally concluded on a note of demand- 
ing that the Jewish community protect the British! ! ! 


“The representative of the Hashomer Hadati has mounted the 
rostrum. He exclaims wittily ‘Let us be joyful but not confident 
about the fine words addressed to us.’ He says if Leon Pinsker 
were alive today he would write a pamphlet on ‘Auto-orientation.’ 
His words evoke applause—enthusidstic laughter at his remarks 
about partition—even Shpinzak and Golda Meyerson enjoy his 
sallies. ‘Plow your fields, but- don’t sow any thistles’ he concludes.

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Need For Minimum Jewish Code 
Explained By Rabbi Mendelsohn 


Address delivered at the anmual 
meeting of the Jewish Book 
Council of America by S. 
Felix Mendelsohn, rabbi of 

healthy living of a people gives 


ND yet with all our publi- 

city the Jewish book in 
America is far from where it 
ought to be. There are multi- 
tudes of Jewish homes which 
have an array of the latest fiction 
but not a single Jewish book, not 
even the Bible. The increase of 
the Jewish population in Amer- 


ica has not witnessed a corres 


ponding interest in Jewish lit- 
erature. 

How shall we explain this 
apathy to our spiritual heritage? 
Most of our leaders place the 
blame on the people and accuse 
them at best of indifference and 
at worst of active assimilation. 
However, my sainted teacher, Dr. 
Gotthard Deutsch of Cincinnati, 
used to say, “It takes two to 
make a Shidduch.” Even more 
than the people have failed us, 
we the leaders have failed the 
people. We have overlooked the 
basic consideration that litera- 
ture is only a mirror of life. The 
healthy living of a people gives 
rise to a multicolored literature. 
The externals of the Ghetto were 
weak and_ unattractive but its 
spiritual life was vigorous, hence 
fits literature was sound and sig- 
nificant. Jewish living in Ameri- 
€a is anemic and this is reflected 
in our books and in their distrib- 
ution—although it must be said 
that the latter is stronger than 
the former. We still succeed in 
issuing some good books, but in- 
terest in them is lagging. 


Group Objectives Lost 

We cannot have a vigorous 
form of Jewish living on these 
shores because we have largely 
lost our group objective. This 
is indeed strange since our 
prophets, sages, and _ teachers 
have taken pains to proclaim em- 
phatically that Jews exist for the 
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sole purpose of preserving a 
great religious philosophy. From 
Moses through Abraham Danzig 
we have been told that the aim 
of the Jew is to live a high-mind- 
ed ethical life which makes for 
mental equilibrium in the indi- 
vidual and amicable relations in 
society. 

This precious heritage the Jew 
must not keep to himself; he 
must be “a light unto the na- 
tions.” However, we can pro- 
claim Judaism to the world pri- 
marily through living, not 
preaching. In fact, other relig- 
ions and other philosophies too 
have lofty principles—but the 
uniqueness of Judaism lies in the 
mode of expressing these prin- 
ciples. This mode can be sum- 
marized in one word, mitzvah— 
the constant observance of sa- 
cred rites and practices. As it 
was aptly stated by Professor 
Louis Finkelstein, Jewish life is 
“a pageant with stage directions 
at every step.” Take away the 
concept of mitzvah from Judaism 
and it ceases'to be Judaism and 
becomes Unitarianism. 

Of course this pageant of Jew- 
ish living American Jews inher- 
ited from the old world and un- 
der the completely new Amerti- 
can environment it has lost much 
of its original meaning. Many 
of us no longer accept the theor- 
etic basis of a goodly number of 
these practices or the authority 
which prescribes their observ- 
ance. Moreover, we have found 
many of these practices too rigid 
and unacceptable aesthetically. 
However, instead of following 
the evolutionary basis of Juda- 
ism and dressing the mitzvos in 
new garb we have resorted to 
substitutes. One of these sub- 
stitutes is Jewish nationalism— 
although simple logic should 
teach us that while Jewish na- 
tionalism has tremendous mean- 
ing to the Jews of Palestine it 
can have but little meaning to 
the rising generation of Ameri- 
can Jews. 

Moreover, we have over-exag- 
gerated the importance of learn- 
ing and have forgotten the ad- 
monition of the ancient rabbis, 
“Great is study of Torah, for 
study leads to action”—and by 
action they meant primarily the 
observance of ritual practices. If 
there is so much confusion in 
Jewish education in this country 
it is due primarily to the fact 
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that in most of our schools we 
impart to our children some 
knowledge of Hebrew and Jewish 
history but do not relate this 
knowledge to Jewish living 
which can be expressed primari- 
ly through the observance of 
mitzvah. 

WHAT I AM pleading for is 
the creation of an American 
Shulchan Aruch or Code of Min- 
imum Jewish Practice. I realize 
that this appeal has no meaning 
whatever to our orthodox breth- 
ren. They have a Shulchan 
Aruch and they don’t need a new 
one. I have profound respect for 


the sincere orthodox Jew who. 


brings many sacrifices in order 
to live in America just like his 
parents or grandparents in Rus- 
sia, Poland, or Hungary. How- 
ever, SO many of us (probably 
the majority) possess neither the 
desire nor the feasibility to live 
according to rigid orthodoxy. For 
such people we must provide a 
modern design for Jewish liv- 
ing. 
Who should provide this Code 
of Practice? To enjoy authority 
among a goodly portion of Jew- 
ry it cannot be the creation of 
one group. It must be the joint 
effort of all those who stand for 
a liberalized form of Judaism. 
The differences between reform, 
conservatism, and _ reconstruc- 
tionism are largely disappearing. 
If these three groups could get 
together and proclaim that de- 
sign for Jewish living which I 
visualize they would revitalize 
American Jewry and establish 
that unique type of American Ju- 
daism which many of us crave 
but which at present is non-ex- 
istent. I have sufficient faith in 
the vitality of Israel that this 
spiritual merger among our lib- 
eral religionists is sure to be ef- 
fected sooner or later—but for 
the sake of our future it should 
be sooner. 


DR. MEYER WAXMAN, in an 
interesting essay on “Jewish Lit- 
erature in the World of Tomor- 
row,” makes the following obser- 
vations: “In the development of 
American Jewish life in the fu- 
ture, literature will play an im- 
portant role, for in the modern 
age no life of a group can be 
complete without a literary ex- 
pression which both creates and 
preserves values. The fulfil- 
ment of two conditions affecting 
both life and literature ... are 
required. The first is that 
Jewish life will have to become 
intensely Jewish. By this is 
meant not the external or public 
life of the group, but the daily 
activity of individuals . .. The 
second condition is that Jewish 
literature of the future in order 
to be effective must come closer 
to life. It must endeavor... to 
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HETHER the inquiry com- 
mittee will decide to rec- 
ommend the partitioning of Pal- 
estine into a Jewish and Arab 
state, or whether it will find bi- 
nationalism a better solution, the 
real issue at the General Assem- 
bly in September will be the 
question of a Palestine trustee- 
ship... It is obvious that a tran- 
sitional period must ensue before 
Palestine becomes either a Jew- 
ish state or a bi-national state... 
This period may last 

THE REAL three’ years, five 
ISSUE years, or even long- 
er... In this in- 

terim period—no matter what 
the Assembly’s decision will be 
—Palestine will have to be 
placed under trusteeship ... It 
is on this point that the Big 
Three will .clash after the in- 
quiry committee submits its re- 
port ... Britain, of course, will 
attempt to secure sole trustee. 
ship over Palestine .. . Soviet 
Russia will demand an interna- 
tional trusteeship, with herself 
as one of the trustees... It will 















be up to the United States to tip 
the scale . . . Small wonder that 
American Zionist leaders are con. 
vinced that the key to the Pa}. 
estine question is still in the 
hands of Washington, even 
though the eyes of the world are 
now directed toward the inquiry 
committee . . . Incidentally lead. 
ers of the American Zionist 
Emergency Council are warning 
against attempts being made to 
represent the U. N. inquiry com. 
mittee as leaning towards the 
Jews ... They emphasize that 
such predictions are not only 
premature, but definitely harm. 
ful . . . Om the whole, they be 
lieve that the inquiry body is far 
from “neutral” and that its com. 
position need not inspire jubila. 
tion on the part of the Jews .., 
They point out that two pro-Arab 
and two pro-British members 
are on the committee, and while 
the other members are more or 
less neutral, they can easily fall 
under the influence of their col- 


leagues. 





improve life in a spiritual and 
in an intellectual way.” Dr. Wax- 
man is absolutely correct and we 
who are interested in a return 
to the supremacy of the book in 
American Jewry can realize our 
objective only by advocating the 
early adoption of an American 
Code of Jewish living. 


The Doubner Maggid related 
the following allegorical tale: 
During the Cossack rebellion 
against the Poles in the 17th 
century, a wealthy Jew, fearing 
the prevailing massacre, fied 
from his native Nemirow to the 
town of Tolchin. This Jew had 
with him a sizeable treasure and 
he decided to bury it under a 
tree. The existence of this treas- 
ure was a guarded family secret 
which was handed down from 
generation to generation. In the 
course of the ages a descendant 
of the family decided to unearth 
the treasure. Not knowing under 
which tree the treasure was bur- 
ied this descendant engaged a 
crew of men and ordered them to 
dig up every tree on the road 
from Nemirow to Tolchin. An 
old man who happened to pass 
by inquired about what the work- 
ers were doing. After listening 
to their story the old man said, 
“Your effort is in vain. This is a 
new road which did not exist in 
the days of the Cossack rebel- 
lion. In order to find the treas- 
ure you will first have to locate 
the old road.”

Bill of Jewish Group

Community Relations Advisory 
Council, speaking for its six 
national and 24 local affiliates, 
today voiced opposition to the 
Buckley BiH, which would prohi- 
bit the distribution of anti Semitic 
literature in the United States.

May 31, 1946 

History will render the verdict, 
but it seems to me that as a mat- 
ter of self respect something 
should be done about that Gen- 
eral Rose Memorial Hospital pro- 
ject. No doubt the sponsors of 
the hospital were not aware that 
Gen. Rose had been converted 
to Christianity at the time they 
devised the idea of a large hospi- 
tal as a “living memorial which 
would forever stand as a refu- 
tation of vicious anti-Jewish prop- 
aganda.” It is a ticklish situa- 
tion, as anyone who will stop to 
think about it will recognize, yet 
how can the sponsors approve of 
such a quotation as just printed 
above or this one; both taken 
from a letter soliciting subscrip- 
tions: “Here was a Jew whose 
personal valor and inspired lead- 
ership gave him rank among the 
great traditional warriors of Jew- 
ish history!” 


September 6, 1946 

When I last wrote about the 
fact that Major Gen. Maurice 
Rose had been converted to 
Christianity and pointed out how 
incongruous it was for Jews to 
build a memorial to him when 
he had deserted Judaism, I re- 
ceived a letter and picture from 
Ben M. Blumberg, secretary of 
the General Rose Memorial Hos- 
pital, Denver, Colo. 

Here is the letter: 

“This is in reference to a para- 
graph contained in your column, 
“The Editor’s Chair,” which ap- 
peared in your issue of Friday, 
May 31. 

“I do not know the source of 
your information to the effect 
that General Rose ‘had been con- 
verted to Christianity.’ 

“I believe the enclosed photo- 
graph, which we received from 
the United States Army Graves 
Registration Service, speaks 
more eloquently on the subject 
than anything I could put into 
words.” 

The picture was indeed that of 
a Star of David over a grave 
with the name Maurice Rose and 
the number 0-8439 stenciled on it 


in large le S. 

The lett: “1 may notice, 
took pain: ‘o deny that 
Major Gen. had died a 
Protestant, an ‘e my infor- 


mation had come from reliable 
sources, I decided to investigate. 
Iam half way through my inves- 
tigation and perfectly willing to 
go on. What should be done by 
the people building the hospital 
I don’t know. I can only give the 
facts and I feel quite safe in 
Saying that these facts and 
others which I will get if anyone 
isn’t convinced, must have been 
known to the sponsors of the 
hospital. 

I first contacted our Washing- 
ton correspondent who came up 
with this information: 

“Regarding your query on Gen. 
Rose here is the information: 

“He was buried under a Star 
of David on April 3, 1945. The

service, however, was Protestant 
and Gen. Rose himself listed his 
religion as Protestant. The chap- 
lain who conducted the funeral 
services is Chaplain Kenneth M. 
Linder. Chaplain Linder report- 
ed the services as Protestant to 
the War Department.” 

“The above information comes 
from the Graves Registration 
Command of the War Depart- 
ment, which, of course, haS no 
information on when he con- 
verted to Protestantism. As you 
undoubtedly know, he was the 
son of a Denver rabbi.” 

I went to South Bend to see 
Chaplain Linder and then to 
North Carolina because he was 
by then back at Fort Bragg, and 
next week I'll report on my con- 
versation with him. ' 

September 6, 1946 

The official chaplain who bur 
ied Maj. Gen. Maurice Rose was 
Capt. Kenneth M. Linder. He re- 
ported to the War Department 
that the services he conducted 
were Protestant. 

I:- went to South Bend, Ind., 
Chaplain Linder’s home to inter- 
view him, and found that he was 
back at Fort Bragg, near Fay- 
etteville, N. C. Two weeks later 
I went to Greensboro, N. C. en- 
route to Fort Bragg, only to dis- 
cover that transportation from 
Greensboro to Fort Bragg was 
so poor that I couldn’t make the 
trip and still get back to Indian- 
apolis in time to get ready for 
the following week’s paper. 

I then called Chaplain Linder 
long distance and talked to him 
for thirteen minutes. 

Chaplain Linder was very co- 
operative. I explained what I 
was @rying to find out, and he 
gave me all the necessary infor- 
mation, answering my every 
question. 

Chaplain Linder was the Divi- 
sion Chaplain of the First Army 
and it was part of his duties to 
supervise the burial of all Prot- 
estant dead. He told me that 
the news of Maj. Gen. Rose’s 
tragic death had been published 
in “Stars and Stripes,” so that 
when he arrived at the military 
cemetery at Ittenback, in Ger- 
many, just East of the Rhine, he 
made a special point to check 
Maj. Gen. Rose’s dog tag. 

The dog tag, as reported last 
week from the War Department 
carried the “P” for Protestant. 
Chaplain Linder conducted Prot- 
estant services, and then as was 
part of the ceremony, nailed 
Maj. Gen. Rose’s dog tag to the 
cross over his grave. 

I asked Chaplain Linder about

The biography

will add enormously to our un- 
derstanding and appreciation of 
this genius whose brief life was 
eharacterized by perpetual con- 
flict, with family, enviroment 
and with himself. 

Amongst Jewish intellectuals, 

Kafka is nobly distinguished for 

- his joyous acceptance of Judaism 
and for complete identification 
with people. What makes this 
notable is the fact-that he re- 
ceived but a meager Jewish train- 
ing and that he was reared in a 
secular home, with his father vis- 
iting the synagogue only four 
times yearly. In the highly re- 
vealing “Letter to My Father” 
the youth takes his father to task 

for having failed to give him a 

Jewish education worthy of the 

name, and condemns his Bar 

Mitzvah as meaningless, a sham, 





* and an utterly mechanical affair. 


He sorrows and laments that the 
Judaism he received “was not 
enough to be passed on, to be 
trickled away, drop by drop, as 
you try to hand it on.” 

Who among American Jewish 
parents are not as guilty as 
Kafka’s father? That our chil- 
ren remain Jews, in spite of the 
ludicrous Jewish -training they 
receive, is miraculous. But will 
their jchildren, bereft of memory 
and association, also remain 
within the fold? 

THE “FATHER” plays a cru- 
cial role in Freudian psychology, 
and the author devotes much 
space to the disastrous conse- 
quences of the violent disagree- 
ment between parent and son. A 
successful, domineering business 
man, the father had no patience 
and less undertanding with a 
youth who refused to follow 
a business career, promising 
wealth and social prestige. The 
price Franz paid for his rebellion 
was enormous — estrangement 
from the parents he respected 

d loved, spiritual agony, con- 

and struggle, and of course, 
great material hardship. A brief 
clerkship in an insurance com- 
pany brought him in touch with 
the masses and with their prob- 
lems, sharpened his insight and 
vision, but gave _ satisfaction 
neither to him nor to his em- 


_ ployers. The task of earning a

teresting to speculate that had 
‘Kafka’s father been more con- 


’ siderate, had he allowed his ar- 


tistic son to enjoy a more serene 
existence, whether in that case 
he would have produced the 
works Which assure for him im- 
mortality. 

What increased Kafka’s spirit- 
ual agony was an acute sense of 
integrity, “absolute truthful- 
ness,” a striving for perfection in 
all things, intensified Franz’s 
pain and sorrow. Under no con- 
dition could he yield to compro- 
mise, evasion or insincerity. He 
was “tyrannized by the highest 
ethic principles,” an _ attitude 
which per se precludes happiness 
as popularly understood. Sugh 
an approach to life, plus sharp 
opposition and ridicule from fa- 
ther and to a lesser extent from 
mother, made Kafka’s life a 
living hell. For, as Brod cor- 
rectly states, “the soul can only 
blossom forth to its sublime and 
rare capacities when it feels it 
is being met with faith.” 
tion with family. 

The bitter agony of the spirit 
was soon reinforced by a danger- 
ous physical malady, which prov- 
ed fatal. First noticed in August 
1917, when he began to spit 
blood, the tuberculosis of the 
larynx from which he was suf- 
fering progressed steadily, mak- 
ing his physical organism an 
area of pain and suffering even 
as was his soul. Death finally 
claimed him in 1924, at Vienna, 
preceded by a partial reconcilia- 
tion with his family. 
eTHE AUTHOR describes vivid- 
ly Kafka’s struggle for life which 
grew more determined the near- 
er death came. What sustained 
him in this battle, what provided 
mysterious power and strength, 
was a deep love for the Jewish 
religious classics, which study en- 
gaged him till his very death, a 
study which included the Hebrew 
language. As long as health per- 
mitted, he attended his classes in 
Talmud at the Institute for 
Jewish studies. Particularly 
absorbing is Brod’s analysis of 
the hero’s struggle with God 
and with hose eternal ques- 
tions which have always per- 
plexed man. The closer death 
came, the more earnestly did 
Kafka grapple with faith from 
which skepticism and doubt were 
not entirely eliminated. 

-While experiencing a deep 
sense of kinship with all human- 
ity, what stirred Kafka most, lit- 
erally to the depths of his great 
soul, was the ineffable tragedy 
of his own people. “The suffering 
of his own unhappy people, 
homeless, haunted .. .” gave him 
no rest and no peace. In practi- 
cally every story he wrote, the 
plight of the Jew is an important 
element. Those who suppress 
this fact, as did recently a re- 
viewer in Time, who accomplish- 
ed the remarkable feat of ignor- 
ing completely Kafka’s basic 
Jewishness, simply distort the 
message of this gifted Jew. 

Dr. Brod analyzes in great de- 
tail and with deep psychological 
insight one of Kafka’s longer 
stories “The Castle,” not yet 
available in English, It is a 
penetrative commentary on the 
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life of the Jew among the na- 
tions. While the word “Jew” 
does not appear even once, “yet 
Kafka, in a simple story, has 
said more about the situation of 
Jewry as a whole today than can 
be read in a hundred learned 
treatises.” And what “The Cas- 
tle’ seeks to teach is that the 
Jew always and everywhere, de- 
spite his utmost efforts at iden- 
tification with the majority, re- 
mains a stranger and an alien. 
The false psychology of assimi- 
lation is bitterly exposed and the 
true status of the Jew every- 
where, and at all times, pro- 
claimed without compromise, or 
fear. 

THE GREAT WALL OF CHINA, 
Franz Kakfa. Schocken Books, 
Ine.

“THE GREAT WALL of 

China” is a collection of Kafka’s 
stories, some long and some 
short. Possibly the best known 
is “Investigations of a Dog” 
which, like practically everything 
Kafka wrote, has aroused heated 
discussion and debate, and con- 
flicting commentary. The fact 
that his works have aroused un- 
iversal and reverent attention, 
testify to their supreme worth 
and eternal excellence. 

The “Aphorisms” at the end 
of the volume warrant careful 
study. Particularly notable are 
those on “Sin, Pain, Hope, and 
the True Way.” A few examples 


wil indicate their profound char- |. 


acter: 

“Man cannot live without an 
enduring trust in something in- 
destructible in himself. Yet while 
doing that he may all his life 
be unaware of that indestructible 
thing and of his trust in it. One 
of the possible ways in which 
this permanent unawareness 
may be expressed is to have 
faith in a personal God. 

“No one can desire what is fun- 
damentally harmful to him. If in- 
dividuals seem to do so—and 
perhaps they always seem to do 
so—that can be explained by the 
fact that in every apparently in- 
dividual being there is one self 
desiring something which in fact 
is beneficial to that self but very 
harmful to a second self, who is 
called more or less to sit in 
judgment on the case. If the hu- 
man being had taken the side of 
this second self from the very 
beginning, and not after the case 
was judged, the first self would 
have been annulled, and the de- 
sire along with him. 

“Formerly I could not under- 
stand why I received no answer 
to my questions; today I cannot 
understand how I could have be- 
lieved I could question. But in- 
deed I did not believe; I simply 
questioned.”

- New Cultural Status For A Language 

OR years an earnest and sometimes heated discussion has been 

carried on in Jewish educational circles regarding the place of 
the Hebrew language in the life of the American Jew. Exponents 
of every point of view, from those who believe that Ivra should 
be taught for Siddur reading purposes, to those who insisted that 
the tongue should be taught as an auxiliary conversational medium, 
have had their say. On one factor all were in agreement: that there 
was no future for Hebrew in this country unless it served a genuine 
function and a useful purpose. 

There has been a steady groping toward a functional Hebrew 
culture as evidenced by the publications of the Histadruth Ivrith, 
both its books and its periodical, Hadoar, by the appearance of the 
distinguished monthly, Bitzaron, and by the increase in parochial 
or Jewish day schools, where Hebrew, taught as a living language, 
is gaining new thouands of adherents who can read and write and 
understand it with facility. 

Yet this process has necessarily been a slow one, and we must 
needs wait several decades until the present student bodies of the 
parochial schools mature to the point where they will constitute an 
important body of American Jewry. Precisely at this time, there- 
fore, it is vital that notice be taken of a development which bids 
fair not only to accelerate the popular acceptance of Hebrew in the 
life of American Jewry, but also to provide a significance, a cultural 
function which a language must have to live. 

LAST WEEK in New York the Paragod Theater, a project of 

the Hebrew Arts Committee of the American Zionist Youth Com- 
mission, presented an original and imaginative conception of 
Shakespeare’s “Merchant of Venice” under the title of “Shylock 
*47.” It was altogether good theatre, in the sense that there was 
a bold approach both to dramatic form, and to significant and ba- 
sic Jewish problems of today—problems which existed as well in 
Elizabethan England—and earlier. 
This was by no means the first Hebrew play to be presented 
in this country. A struggling Hebrew theater has existed for 
years, and I recall particularly the valiant effort made about ten 
years ago when a troupe from New York brought their play to 
Boston, and then couldn’t raise even the railroad fare to return 
home. Last year I saw Pargod’s “Shlomo Hamelech,” and at 
that time sensed a very evident promise, not yet fully developed. 
In “Shylock ’47” the American Hebrew theater has at last come 
of age. 

The story of the play can be briefly told, though it is not the 
story which is important. A group of actors are staging the old 
classic, and battle over various dramatic conceptions of Shylock. 
In the first act he is burlesqued and caricatured, but the actors are 
dissatisfied. Proceeding with the actual text of ‘‘The Merchant,” as 
translated into Hebrew by Simon Halkin, they portray him in suc- 
ceeding scenes as a terribly tragic and much-to-be-pitied figure 
Again the inadequacies of this conception are sensed, and in the 
final court-room scene, which is played in the present, the pound of 
flesh is given a symbolic interpretation, in terms of the six million 
dead in Europe, and the Jew becomes not a pathetic, tearful, re- 
signed cerature, but a human being with dignity who turns to the 
world (there is even an impassive Arab looking on) and asserts his 
will to live. * 

ONE CAN PICK minor flaws in that premiere presentation, but 
they are “bugs” which are present in even the most polished of 
Broadway plays, and which can be ironed out and eliminated in 
successive performances. The important thing is that here is a 
work af art, a cultural project of importance, which at last fixes 
a new and important function for the Hebrew language in America. 
It should hardly be necessary to refer to the continued popularity 
and the cultural standing of opera in a language which the great 
majority of opera-goers do not understand. Here is something 
which is truly our own, with sufficient merit, as drama, as literary 
interpretation, as art, to take its place on the American cultural 
scene. 

With “Shylock °47” Hebrew emerges from mere “Siddur” 
reading, and from the very narrow ranks of those who subscribe to 
the Hebrew press, to a new position of cultural significance. What 
impact this may have on the American theater I am not prepared 
to say; I am much more interested in its influence on American 
Jews. Hebrew is no longer provincial. It has status, as embodied 
in a theater of its own. 

Since its premiere the play has been given five“additional per- 
formances, and for the benefit of those who will be in New York, 
I might point out that final presentations will be made June 7 and 
8 at the Master Institute Theater, 103rd Street and Riverside Drive. 
There will be other plays as well—there will be a full season ahead— 
and I am confident that enough friends of the theater, of Hebrew 
and of Jewish culture generally, will come forward to make this 
institution a permanent one on the American scene.

T’S ABOUT Palm Beach and its Florida en- 
virons, Yet it is not exactly like those 
stories from Florida of which you have heard 
so many: Stories like the one about Mr. Zilch 
who felt devastated to the shallow bottom of 
his Jewish heart the time he couldn’t get into 
that hotel. Mr. Zilch has been feeling bitterly 
Jewish ever since. His experience at the Flor- 
ida hotel has become an awful symbol of Jew- 
ish suffering. Whenever the age-old pain of 
being Jewish is brought up in conversation, 
Mr. Zilch says, ‘“‘That reminds me of the time 
in the Florida hotel,” and he tells the story all 
over again. That starts his friends on similar 
tales of Floridian suffering and a total strang- 
er dropping in and hearing it all might guess 
that the suffering of Israel was a matter of 
persecution by Florida 
hotel clerks. 

It’s all horribly bor- 
ing. I myself have re-- 
garded social or racial 
discrimination by hotels 
aS the least of the pain 
of being a Jew. Social 
discrimination is not at 
all important; we all dis- 
criminate socially, any- 
way. It’s not 100th as outrageous as the dis- 
crimination that, on account of prejudice, keeps 
youth out of the opportunity that is rightfully 
his, keeps him out of a job or out of a profes- 
sional school. Doesn’t that hotel want me? 
So what? It’s all right with me. I go my way 
with a high head as one who belongs to a social 
set that was present at Sinai and by its ideals 
has survived all the pomps and powers that 
persecuted it in all the times. 





But this is the story of Palm Beach and is 
something different. It suggests that perhaps 
there are some Jews who betray their Sinaitic 
standing, black sheep in the house of Israel 
against whom we ourselves might well dis- 
criminate on moral grounds. The story is 
well documented by Mrs. Samuel K. Gage of 
the Belcrest Hotel, Detroit.

SHE HAS a Gentile friend in Palm Beach. 
It’s a friendship that has lasted since they 
were in social service together long ago, “She 
and her mother moved to Florida in 1921,” Mrs. 
Gage writes. “They have owned considerable 
property and have rented to Jewish people 
without discrimination. I always felt until re- 
cently that this friend was without prejudice. 
But a few things crept in that made me won- 
der. 

“This winter she wrote me she had rented 
her big house and was living in a certain apart- 
ment hotel in Palm Beach. She wrote on the 
hotel stationary which had printed on it ‘Gen- 
tile Clientele.’ She is a member of the religious 
group called ‘Unity.’ Unity, indeed! How did 
her belonging and believing in Unity fit in 
with her willingness to reside in a hotel that 
discriminated against one group of the unity 
better known as the brotherhood? I wrote 
the word ‘Unity’ with a question mark over 


the words ‘Gentile Clientele,’ cut off the letter 
head and enclosed it with a letter on other 
matters. 

“Recently I had a very nice letter from my 
friend, again on the obnoxious stationary, and 
in this letter she said: ‘I am at present en- 
gaged in defending democracy in Florida. 
There is an execrable bill in the legislature to 
do away with state supervised primaries, of 
course aiming at taking the vote away from 
our Negroes who have just voted in recent pri- 
maries. The battle of good against evil con- 
stantly goes on.’ 

“But was it in the line of defending democ- 
racy for her to tolerate this hotel that violated 
a fundamental of’ democratic living. I prompt- 
ly wrote back to her: ‘For one who professes to 
believe in the teaching of Unity and is inter- 
ested in civil rights and democracy, how can 
you be an accessory to the fact of practicing 
discrimination not only by living in this hotel, 
but, by using their stationary (Gentile Clien- 
tele) assist in broadcasting and disseminating 
their anti-Semitism? Here in Detroit all news- 
papers have agreed to eliminate all advertise- 
ments of this sort from their columns, and 
yet you, apparently, have no sensitivity about 
it when you can write me on such stationary. 
[t can’s be an oversight, because I called your 
attention to it in a previous letter.’ 


“I have just received her reply, and am I 
2mbarrassed! This is her reply: ‘You better 
snow facts before you call down a good friend 
like me! Work on the Jewish people them- 
selves! The apartment hotel where I have 
yeen living all winter was bought last fall by 
Jewish people who pass out that stationary 
when guests ask for paper. Usually I have 
blocked out’ the offensive heading ‘Gentile Cl 
tele’ but I must have omitted it in my hasty 
nessages to you... It’s a good thing to think 
the best about people you know, unless you 
really enjoy believing the worst about them!’”

GAGE thought this was something for 
B’nai B’rith Anti-Defamation League... ‘““There 
must be other Jewish hotel owners who do 
the same sort of damage. And what can I 
say to my friend now?” 

Well, Mrs. Gage, you might apologize for 
this hotel keeper. Since we are made to carry 
the sins of the sinners among us you may as 
well apologize for this one: “My dear friend: 
As you know it takes all kinds of creatures to 
make up the zoo called the animal kingdom. 
There are human beings in it of all the races, 
lions, lambs, canary birds and vultures, faith- 
ful dogs and wolves, calves and tigers—and 
rats. We don’t like the rats and.we do what 
we can to rid the zoo of them. 

“Yet we don’t condemn that whole zoo be- 
cause of the rats in it. We consider the ma- 
jesty of the lion and the gentleness of the lamb 
and the grandeur that may be in human be- 
ings. 

“Please, my dear friend, judge your hotel 
keeper ,in this light. And forgive me for the 
error of judgment which judged the wrong 
party.”

W ian the general public becoming increasingly aware of the 
dangers inherent in group prejudice, anti-Semitism in the 
United States can be greatly offset by strong pasitive action on 
the part of the motion picture industry if the film makers, with 
their tremendous power and influence, will but take a little time out 
from creating so many comedies, musicals, dramas and love stories 
and strike directly at the hearts of professional bigots and hate 
mongers who seem to continue unabated. This is what Edward Dmy- 
tryk, the brilliant young RKO studio motion ae director, be- 
heves. 

Russian-born Dmytryk, who is responsible for directing 
such box-office smash hits as “Hitler’s Children,” “Behind the 
Rising Sun,” “Back to Bataan,” “Tender Comrade,” “Murder, 
My Sweet,” “Cornered,’ “Till the End of Time,’ and ‘So Well 
Remembered” (recently filmed in England) has just completed 
making the first full-length feature on the subject of anti- 
Semitism, titled “Crossfire,” starrring Robert Young, Robert 
Mitchum and Robert Ryan for RKO. 

Dmytryk is an intelligent director who genuinely belives in 





making pictures which deal with “honest characters and real peo- . 


ple whom everyone knows and understands.” When a novel by 
Richard Brooks entitled “The Brick Foxhole” came to RKO, he 
read it, liked it, and with producer Adrian Scott felt that a good 
motion picture lay in the story of contemporary organized bigotry, 
which is designed to destroy democracy and crush Jews and other 
minorities in America. That was two years ago. Since then, he 
and producer Scott, along with screenwriter John Paxton, have 
been trying to get that story on the screen. 

With the appointment of, the liberal-minded and far-seeing 
producer-writer Dore Schary to the post of executive producer 
in charge of all production at RKO, the green light was given 
them and “The Brick’ Foxhole” was sent into the screenplay 
stage at once. Two weeks later the picture, now entitled “Cross- 
fire,” went before the camera. At the cost of $555,000 (very 
smail expense for a feature picture in Hollywood) and a 22-day 
shooting schedule, “Crossfire” was completed. The players, 
who had been enthusiastic about the story from its very begin- 
ning, turned in the best performances of their respective ca- 
reers. Dmytryk directed the film with knock-out blow impact, 
and Scott produced with complete fearlessness for treatment 
of subject matter. The results of the picture proved to be 

phenomenal at the first sneak-preview ‘showing. It is now 
destined to be one of the most talked-about films ever to come 
out of Hollywood because of its frank and intelligent treatment 
of a subject from which studios have steered away for years. 

“Crossfire” deals with the story of a Jew who is murdered by 

a professional anti-Semite who has been infected with prejudice 

against religious and racial minorities, and how an American police 

captain brings the criminal to justice. 

“Of course the picture won’t appeal to everyone,” says 
“certainly not to the Rankins and the Bilbos. But we 
feel that in having attempted to analyze one segment of the anti- 
Semitic problem in this picture, we have been able to stress the 
meaning of social and religious hatred to a considerable degree 
because we have presented it in emotional entertainment form. 
Those who will enter theaters to see the picture will be hit Hard 
with the facts of social, economic and educational discrimination 
through the use of the strongest device known—the dramatic 


story. 

“Before starting out to film “Crossfire,”’ we made sure that 
our facts were historically and factually true. We spent months 
and months in research, and were astonished to find that 51 per 
eent were actively anti-Semitic and 15 per cent subtly so, fostering 
anti-Semitism directly and indirectly. We then agreed that if a 
motion picture of this kind were to make real headway, it would 
have strength and power in its dramatic unfoldment of scenes— 
not actual preaching—in order to successfully combat those who 
continue to keep alive the fires of destruction and hatred, ‘Now we 
can talk,’ was the basic premise of the story—but it had to be 
done intelligently—because people will accept reality in films se 
riously only if it is presented in digestible form.” 

Dmytryk feels that if “Crossfire” is a success at the box 

, Office, more films on that order will be produced, for it appears 
that the motion picture makers are planning to stress racial 
and religious hatred in America in many films to be made in 
the future, a movement that will attempt to counteract the

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PARENTS MUST LEARN WHAT TO TELL 
CHILDREN ABOUT SEX LIFE 


By RUTH PALLER 
AST week we outlined what the schools 
are doing to teach pupils the facts of sex 
and the healthy attitudes which may help them 
to happy marriages and better adjusted lives. 
School teaching of the subject becomes neces- 
sary mainly because too many parents are 
intellectually and emotionally unable to give 
their children the necessary information in an 
easy, natural manner. In many cases, they 
do not know the biological names of the organs 
and acts they need to tell about. If they do 
know the names, they cannot say them with- 
out a feeling of indecency, which the children 
detect at once, and which colors their attitude 

from the beginning. 


Parents have this inability on account of 
their own backgrounds where sex was a sub- 
ject never to be mentioned aloud because it 
“wasn’t nice.” It is an attitude which cannot 
be changed easily. For these parents, there 
is a book called “Growing Up” by which a 
child may read alone or with an adult. It 
does the explaining in terms which are clear 
and acceptable. 


IN NEW YORK CITY, where sex education 
is not given in the public schools, a series of 
evening classes is contemplated for parents 
where they may be trained to teach their chil- 
dren, 


There are parents who do know what to tell 
their children but wonder when to begin and 
how much information to give at one time. It 


is suggested that they start by answering truth. 
fully the child’s first questions even if he is 
only three years old. When he asks the name 
of an organ, it should be given to him. When 
he asks where babies come from, he should 
be told. But it is not necessary to tell him 
any more than he asks at that moment. If 
the answer is truthful and matter-of-fact, he 
will come back when he wants to know more. 


There is the danger that an informed child 
may spread his information over the neighbor- 
hood to children whose parents are trying to 
keep up the stork fiction. If the neighbors 
object, and even if they do not, it is well to 
explain to a young child that certain things 
are “family talk” and are not to be discussed 
with outsiders, To avoid setting the matter of 
sex too much apart, other matters such as 
income, prices of things, and other personal 
information are also “family talk” to be dis- 
cussed freely at home but not outside. 


A GYNECOLOGIST once said, “More mar- 
riages are broken on account of sex. ignorance 
and more young people make dangerous ex- 
periments because of curiosity than anyone 
imagines. People do not knew and they are 
afraid to ask.” 


It is up to the parents of today to educate 
themselves by reading books and discussing 
the matter with their doctors, so that they can 
give their children the backgrounds they need 
for happiness in one essential phase of living.

These berries can be served plain, with a little 4 
confectioners sugar sprinkled on top, or topped with a generous ~ 
amount of sour cream, or a gob of whipped cream sweetened slight- 4 
ly. Or, wash and drain them without removing stems and hulls, ~ 
and arrange them, stems up, in a bed of lightly whipped cream 
cheese and cream (fifty-fifty proportion), flavored with a few drops 
of vanilla or almond extract and enough sugar to sweeten slightly. 
Or, if you insist on baking, why not try the following? 
DeLuxe Strawberry Pie 
1 baked 7-inch pie shell , 
1 3-0z. pkg. cream cheese 
1 qt. strawberries 
3 tblsps cornstarch 
1 cup sugar 
1 cup whipping cream 
Use enough of the cream to soften cream cheese and spread even- 
ly over the bottom of baked pie shell. Wash, hu] and drain the 
berries and place half of the berries in the cream coated pie shell. 
Wash remaining berries and bring to a boil. Mix sugar and corn- 
starch and stir into the hot berries, cooking over reduced heat and 
stirring unfil the juice is clear, approximately 10 minutes. Cool and 
spread over the uncooked berries. Chill in refrigerator until ten 
minutes before serving time. Top with sweetened whipped cream 
or stiffly beaten egg whites flavored with a few drops of lemon 
juice and sugar to taste. Two or three egg whites will amply cover. 
Mashing a few uncooked strawberries into the whipped-egg whites 
for color adds a festive touch. A coating of strawberry jam may be 
used in place of the cream cheese if you want to use this dessert 
with a meat or poultry meal.

the sixty subscriptions from Rab- 
bi Jacob Rudin’s Temple Beth El 
on Long Island (Rabbi Michael 
Alperto on the staff of the Jew- 
ish Institute of Religion, is head 
of the school). 

The Post is not perfectly suit- 
able for-class room work, becouse

Later on The Pott 
hopes to mimeoghaph and distri- 
bute a great deal of supplement- 
al material which teachers can 
use together with the current is- 
sue which will make the paper 
as valuable an adjunct to schools 
as possible.

States. 

There would be no news for 
The Post in a new book publisher, 
but it is the background of this 
company, and the fact that it 
is so concerned with, Jewish cul- 
ture that makes me use the word 
“remarkable.” 

The firm is prepared, I am told 
by Carl Alpert, to publish for five 
years before needing to realize 
any profit from its venture. This 
doesn’t mean that they didn’t 
hope to make their venture prof- 
itable even with the very first 
book,but it does mean that they 
do not intend publishing another 


“Movie Monthly”, or some other 
~ such. trash.

Books. A 244-page book is de- 
signed especially for people like 
you and me who, because we 
heard Yiddish spoken in our 
homes, can understand it but are 
able to but read it, if at all, only 
with difficulty. Take a little time 
with the following paragraphs 
and see if they don’t thrill you, 
wit htheir yiddish idioms, and 
with phrases that you thought 
you had forgotten. 

The book is Royte Pmerantsen 
and is by Immanuel Olsvanger, 
noted linguist.

AMSTERDAM—Outwardly un- 


moved, a 29-year-old Dutch-Jew- 
ish woman, Branca Simons, this 
week heard sentence of death 
passed on her for betraying fel- 
low Jews to the Germans. Her 
non-Jewish husband, 45-year-old 
Amsterdam chauffeur S. H. H. 
Houthuys, was sentenced to death 
for complicity. 

The two worked together with 
another Jewish woman, Ann Van 
Dijk, who was sentenced to deatn 
some~ weeks ago by the same 
court. Both women were arrested 
by the Gestapo in 1943 and a- 
greed to betray Dutch Jews in 
exchange for their freedom. On a 
single day in 1944 they placed 35 
Jews into the hands of the Ger- 
mans. All of the Jews lost their 
lives in concentration camps. For 
their services the two women re- 
ceived 20,000 guilders (approxi- 
mately $8,000) in 15 months.

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The Deplorable Membership Situation In The Z.O.A. 


INCE Emanuel Neumann will no doubt be 
unopposed for elevation to the presidency 
of the Zionist Organization of America at the 
convention next month, the likelihood of a 
lack of real issues for the delegates to get 
their teeth into is very strong. The chances 
are that the convention will be one of the dull- 
est in years, since from this vantage point, 
there seem to be no decisions whatsoever to 
be made. 

This offers the opportunity for a full scale 
review of the very deplorable situation in re- 
gards to membership. 

Whereas the uninitiated would say that Zion- 
ist membership last year should have grown 
as in no other twelve-month period, the figures 
when they are released will show a very un- 
important gain. 

That will mean that the membership rolls 
will still rest somewhere at the 200,000 mark, 
and represent little if any gain over 1946. 

Nor can it be said that membership has been 
overlooked in the past year. The many de- 
velopments on the international scene have not 
prevented membership from being emphasized 
more this past year than for almost any other 


year.

The Post Views The American League For A Free Palestine 


The letter from Mrs. Michael Schloss in The 
Freedom of The Press section of this issue 
presents an opportunity for the expression of 
The Post’s attitude on The American League 
For a Free Palestine. 

This paper does not hold with Mr. Alpert 
(the columnist Mr. Schloss is referring to). 

It seems to be true that only one ship, the 
Ben Hecht, of the American League has gotten 
to Palestine and yet large sums of monies have 
been raised. So far Mr. Alpert seems to. be 
right. 

Yet the charge is not made that these monies 
‘were stolen or embezzled. The charge is that 
these funds have been used largely for propa- 
ganda. 

This charge overlooks the necessity for 
propaganda, and fails to consider the follow- 
ing points. The propaganda of the American 
League has been useful to, and used by, when 
the occasion warranted, the regular official 
Zionist groups. And (2) that the official Zion- 
ist bodies have been prodded into action by the 
necessity of keeping pace with, or ahead pf, 
the American League. 


The American League is the residual des- 
cendant of the Committee for a Jewish Army, 
which The Post supported insofar as was pos- 
sible.by a paper. whose editorial policy is Zion- 
ist. The Committee for a Jewish Army was 
successful. It could even be said to have helped 
bring about Rabbi Silver’s election to the presi- 
dency of the Z. O. A. It awakened both Jews 
and non-Jews and prepared the way psycho- 
logically for the aggressive U. S. Zionist ac- 
tivity of today. 

But with the awakening of the Jewish group, 
the necessity for propaganda has been ‘es- 
sened, although not entirely filled and the 
American League eannot do the same kind of 
job that the Committee for a Jewish Army 
performed. 

Now to answer Mrs. Schloss’ question direct- 
ly. The Post would prefer to see Mrs. Schloss’ 
group work with the official Zionist bodies. 
But if the programs of these bodies do not 
meet the views of her group, then The Post 
says work with the American League.

There is 
one good reason for attending services that 
seems to have been overlooked, and that is te 
pray, to forget for an hour or two at least 
about making money, and to ponder on the 
better things of life.

National historians may not 
know it yet, but when it comes 
to fiddling, Nero is through. That 
classic lone performer of burn- 
ing Rome may as well turn down- 
ward in his grave and yield the 
stage to his superiors, the Jews.

ditions and destinies, without any 
feeling of guilt or obligations. 
An honest observance of an ethi- 
cal ‘code in the human society de- 
mands that no group need feel 
less secure by itself. than does the 
larger section of the whole out- 
side itself, and that it feel not 
impelled to give up part of its 
soul as a condition for tolerance. 
Why then, should Jews continue 
to beg for an inferior: brand of 
equality at the cost of a high
